"Paint covers a multitude of sins and 
alihcugh a rusty mail box or a rheu­ 
matic post is not necessarily a sin, 
it is certainly not a thing of beauty. 
Since the order, many farmers have 
complied and it la expected that the 
painting program will be further en 
couraged by the department. White is 
the color particularly recommended 
because it is becoming in any natural 
surroundings and tho painting is in 
line with the present policy of elimin­ 
ating unsightly things along tho roads. 
Farmers are urged to wield tho brush 
on the post or supports as well as on 
the box. 
According to the 
instructions 
of 
Postmaster General New the name of 
the head of each family should bo 
printed or stenciled on each box in 
letters at least one Inch high Paint­ 
ing of the mail boxes and the Depart­ 
ment’s order requiring that mail boxes 
be located on the right sldey of the 
roads has been a great factor in the 
elimination of traffic accidents on the 
highways and in facilitating ihe car­ 
rier’s duties according to local officials.

They Bestow Measureless Good Wherever 
Groups of Men Are Gathered Away 
from Home Influence 
L 


EGEND and history furnish endless stories of the active assis- 
• tance of women to fighting men in time of war. But history 
turns her face away and hesitates to record the acts of women 
camp followers of other days. Let us pass them by with the com­ 
ment that they were as grave a danger to any fighting force as were 
the soldiers under the enemy’s banner. 
It was not until the Crimean war that Florence Nightingale, in 
spite of the officers, instituted in the British army a relief and 
welfare work for soldiers which resulted in a permanent organiza­ 
tion. 
The medical service had broken down. 
The death rate in 
certain barracks in England was twice that in the surrounding civil 
population. 
The “Angel of the Crimea’’ landed in Scutari in 
November, 1854, with a corps of 38 nurses and in spite of opposi­ 
tion cleaned house. We think of her as a nurse but she did other 
things. 
She opened reading and writing rooms, arranged for sol­ 
diers remittances home, overcame the influence of camp followers. 
The title of her report, “Notes Affecting the Health, Efficiency and 
Hospital Administration of the British Army,” shows her to have 
been not only the forerunner of the Red Cross nurse but of the 
woman welfare worker as well. 


WOMEN NEEDED I N WELFARE WORK 


Long before the United States en-from France and England of the 
tered the war, her leaders had beenwork done by women to assist the 
impressed by the reports comingsoldier, directly and indirectly. T he' 


not only acted as volunteer'w'nurses^ 
and ambulance drivers but women of 
high and low degree went intofordj 
nance factories, thus freeing men’foi^ 
the combatant forces and for back 
of the lines; they baked bread, 
worked in quartermaster’s stores,1 
acted as couriers, electrical oper­ 
ators and clerical workers, and took 
part in all forms of activities except 
the actual fighting. 
When in the United States the men 
began to move toward the canton­ 
ments it at once became evident that 
American women, who could serve 
otherwise would not be content with 
war time activities at home, with 
handing out good cheer to men on 
troop trains or with nursing, im­ 
portant as these were. 
They were 
not going to permit their men to go 
from home to camp and thence to 
a foreign land without taking with 
them every possible home environ­ 
ment. 
Any attempt to extend home in­ 
fluences and home comforts to sol­ 
diers in camp and field not only must 
be supported by the woman at home 
but necessitated her co-operation in 
the planning and directing of the 
undertaking and her presence and 


American women at home and abroad contributed incalculably to welfare we** Beginning with ac­ 
tivities at home very soon they were in Europe and then at the front. 
Mr Vincent Astor was in 
charge of the first canteen for soldiers, in Brest, as early as July, 1917. 
Mr. Theodore Roosevelt, Jr., 
opened the first canteen in Paris that month. 
At left is one of the home -fixities—“Y” workers aid­ 
ing .the. departing soldiers; Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt, Jr.

Legion, called to draft a code of regulations for the proper use 
of the American ensign in decorations. 
The President said: 
“While you are adopting a code whereby the citizenship of 
America may show due reverence to the flag. I would like jou to 
go a step farther and insist upon Americans being abl^ to sing 
the “Star Spangled Banner.” 
“I have noted audiences singing—I should say trying to 
sing—the American national air, but, outside of about 2 per 
cent, they are only mumbling or pretending to sing. 
I would 
like to have the spirit of America show itself in song 
I hope 
you will insist upon some suitable provision to that end in your 


code.” 
“I can understand how the flag means considerably more to 
the service men of the republic than it does to the ordmaiy 
citizen.” the President said, “but I cannot understand why the 
soldier or the sailor or the service man in national defense owes 
any more to the flag than anybody else in the United States of 
America, and so everything we do to bring the flag into proper 
consideration by the citizens of the republic is entirely 
com- I 
mendable and deserves to be cordially indorsed. 
“I do not suppose there is any law to punish the President 
should he not stand at salute when the colors pass, but I would 
not be happy in my official capacity if I did not do it. I know I 
am going to feel the same when I salute the colors in an unofficial 
on/i T would like to say that every salutation makes my 
consecration to the country and the flag a little more secure. 
“I have seen the flag raised abroad and I have wondered 
where I like it best.

A BID FOR WEALTH. 


The act of the Florida Legislature in submitting a constitu­ 
tional amendment prohibiting the assessment of an inheritance 
or income tax is creating a. great deal of comment, and the press 
of the country is generally agreed that it will concentrate the 
wealth of the country in Florida. 
The Wall Street Journal was one of the first papers to com­ 
ment at length 0n the subject, and predicts that all the million­ 
aires will establish their residence in Florida, and warns us, “Un­ 
less b lorida is careful oi its constitutional amendments it will 
b,i avf-rtf“^ however, if ^ 
SCOn find itself crowded and overwhelmed.” 
Capita] has been driven out of many localities by excessive 
taxation, law-makers forgetting that if not too highly taxed it­ 
self capital goes to the creation of taxable property, thus adding 
to the wealth of the state. The Press-Herald of Portland, Maline, 
sees the m atter from the proper viewpoint and expresses regret 
that Main has practically driven capital from the state. 
This 
paper says: 
The way Florida’s legislature sees it the more rich people it 
can induce to come to that state as citizens or residents the faster 
the taxable property will increase. 
It is anticipated that all of

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They Bestow Measureless Good Wherever 
Groups of Men Are Gathered Away 
from Home Influence 
L 


EGEND and history furnish endless stories of the active assis- 
I tance of women to fighting men in time of war. But history 
turns her face away and hesitates to record the acts of women 
camp followers of other days. Let us pass them by with the com­ 
ment that they were as grave a danger to any fighting force as were 
the soldiers under the enemy’s banner. 
It was not until the Crimean war that Florence Nightingale, in 
spite of the officers, instituted in the British army a relief and 
welfare work for soldiers which resulted in a permanent organiza­ 
tion. 
The medical service had broken down. 
The death rate in 
certain barracks in England was twice that in the surrounding civil 
population. 
Tile “Angel of the Crimea’’ landed in Scutari in 
November, 1854, with a corps of 38 nurses and in spite of opposi­ 
tion cleaned house. W e think of her as a nurse but she did other 
things. She opened reading and writing rooms, arranged for sol­ 
diers remittances home, overcame the influence of camp followers. 
The title of her report, “Notes Affecting the Health, Efficiency and 
Hospital Administration of the British Army,” shows her to have 
been not only the forerunner of the Red Cross nurse but of the 
woman welfare worker as well. 


WOMEN NEEDED I N WELFARE WORK

them every possible home environ­ 
ment. 
Any attempt to extend home in­ 
fluences and home comforts to sol­ 
diers in camp and field not only must 
be supported by the woman at home 
but necessitated her co-operation in 
the planning and directing of the 
undertaking and her presence and

Forty-eight 
hours without intermission, on a 
railroad station platform, in heavy 
rain, preparing and passing out hot 
chocolate, was an experience many 
women knew. 
Hospitals and dressing stations, 
when the wounded were pouring in. 
found women working at top speed 
for hours at a stretch, assisting sur­ 


geons, bathing and cleasing patients, 
preparing food and drinks, minister­ 
ing to every need within their power. 
Even the chauffeur’s job was theirs 
at times. 
In the advance zone the women 
workers experienced the hardships 
of the troops, serving in towns 
where nightly bombing or shelling 
made it necessary for all hands to 
go out into the fields to sleep. They 
were billeted in unheated rooms, and 
at times had to forage for their 
food. 
The women from America were 
ably supported in England. France 
and Italy by the women of the 
American colonics in all these coun­ 
tries. 
A most significant develop­ 
ment of the war was the proof that 
the right kind of woman may live 
in military camps not only without 
harm to herself but with measure­ 
less benefit to the men. The soldiers 
gave the uttermost respect and per­ 
fect loyalty and comradeship. It was 
a new thing in welfare work and 
the result was good. Now and then, 
the #ld time hard-boiled professional 
soldier may attempt a sneer at cod­ 
dling recruits, but if war must be 
the women of America will see to 
it that their soldiers are given every 
incentive toward decent living. 
This experience has been gained 
for future service with soldiers and 
sailors. 
Its application to civil and 
industrial life is obvious. The right 
kind of women can render a ser­ 
vice of measureless good wherever 
groups of men are gathered away 
from home influence.

EGEND and history furnish endless stories of the active assis- 
I tance of women to fighting men in time of war. But history 
turns her face away and hesitates to record the acts of women 
camp followers of other days. Let us pass them by with the com­ 
ment that they were as grave a danger to any fighting force as were 
the soldiers under the enemy’s banner. 
It was not until the Crimean war that Florence Nightingale, in 
spite of the officers, instituted in the British army a relief and 
welfare work for soldiers which resulted in a permanent organiza­ 
tion. 
The medical service had broken down. 
The death rate in 
certain barracks in England was twice that in the surrounding civil 
population. 
Tile “Angel of the Crimea” landed in Scutari in 
November, 1854, with a corps of 38 nurses and in spite of opposi­ 
tion cleaned house. W e think of her as a nurse but she did other 
things. 
She opened reading and writing rooms, arranged for sol­ 
diers remittances home, overcame the influence of camp followers. 
The title of her report, “Notes Affecting the Health, Efficiency and 
Hospital Administration of the British Army,” shows her to have 
been not only the forerunner of the Red Cross nurse but of the 
woman welfare worker as well.

high and low degree went intoford4 
nance factories, thus freeing men'fori 
the combatant forces and for back 
of the lines; they baked bread,1 
worked in quartermaster’s stores, 
acted as couriers, electrical oper­ 
ators and clerical workers, and took I 
part in all forms of activities except!

Any attempt to extend home in­ 
fluences and home comforts to sol­ 
diers in camp and field not only must 
be supported by the woman at home 
but necessitated her co-operation in 
the planning and directing of the 
undertaking and her presence and
